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CROSSING ‘HOT 
SPOT: PARENTS 
VOICE FEARS 


PARENTS of pupils 
at Romilly Primary 
School say they 
have serious con¬ 
cerns about the 
safety of children 
crossing Park 
Crescent. 

Last week, a young¬ 
ster was in collision with 
a car and suffered a frac- 
tured leg, but that hasn’t 


been the only incident in 
recent weeks. 

Mark Overton, whose 
son James, aged seven, 
and daughter Emma 
aged five, attend the 
school, said he had been 
present a few days earli¬ 
er when there was anoth¬ 
er scare. 

“I heard a scream - a 
boy of just two or three 
years old was halfway 
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over the crossing and a 
4x4 had slammed on its 
anchors. 

“He was two or three 
feet from being flat¬ 
tened. The mother ran 
out and grabbed him.” 

Whatever the rights 
and wrongs of either 
incident - the former is 
under police investiga¬ 
tion - parents locally say 
they are nervous because 
of the high volume of 
traffic, combined with 
dozens of people cross¬ 
ing the road every few 
minutes at peak periods. 

In fairness to the Vale 
Council, it has built a 
pedestrian crossing with 
traffic lights in an 
attempt to make things 
safer for those crossing 
the road. 

However, Mark, who 
works in the health and 
safety industry, still has 
misgivings. 

“Speed of traffic 
remains a problem. 
People going through 
here are in a hurry and 
there are a lot of distrac¬ 
tions. 

“It is for ‘highways’ 
to look at, but the speed 
limit should be 20mph 
and it should be marked 
on the road.” 

Rino Agozzino, who 
meets his six-year-old 
daughter Sofia at the end 
of the school day, has 
reservations about the 
new pedestrian crossing. 

“It was better when 
there was a lollipop lady 
and a zebra crossing 
with belisha beacons. 
Drivers used to show 
normal courtesy and 
stop. 

“Having the supervi¬ 
sion of the lollipop lady 
was very reassuring.” 

Rino said the pedes¬ 
trian lights were some¬ 
times triggered after 
people had crossed and 
that drivers, seeing no 
one there, sometimes 
went through on red.

He added that if 
Sainsburys moved into 
the Torque Tools site, 
vehicles going in and out 
of the car park would 
add yet another distrac¬ 
tion. 

One person picking 
children up from the 
school on Friday after¬ 
noon told The GEM that 
the pedestrian crossing 
was good, but needed to 
give large groups of peo¬ 
ple more time to get 
across the road. 

Last Friday morning, 
the Vale AM, Jane Hutt, 
went to Park Crescent to 
see for herself. 

She told The GEM: 

“Having met parents and 
witnessed the Romilly 
School crossing on a 
busy weekday without a 
school patrol officer, I 
am calling on the Vale 
Council to reinstate the 
school patrol now. 

“I am also calling on 
the Vale planning com¬ 
mittee to reject the 
Sainsburys application 
on safety grounds. 

“A cMld was injured 
last week as a car drove 
through this crossing 


and parents have report¬ 
ed to me several near 
misses at this crossing - 
one of the busiest traffic 
hot spots in Barry.” 

Rob Thomas, the head 
of planning and trans¬ 
portation at the Vale 
Council, pointed out that 
the application for 
Sainburys was being 
considered by the plan¬ 
ning committee today. 
May 19. 

He explained: “On the 
wider issue, it is worth 
pointing out that while 
we offer every sympathy 
to the child that was hit 
by a car at 6pm, the 
council’s school cross¬ 
ing patrol (SCP) service 
would not have been 
operating at this time. 

“The SCP service is 
restricted to school 
hours and covers sites 
when schools start and 
close.” 

Mr Thomas added: 
“Following an investiga¬ 
tion by the police into 
the incident, it would 
appear that no further 
action is required by the 
council in its role as 
highway authority.” 


Suspended sentence 
and curfew for a 
Barry drug dealer 


A DRUG supplier 
has been jailed for 
a year, the sentence 
suspended for 18 
months, at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Richard McAuley 
(29) of Barry admitted 
possessing cannabis 
with intent to supply. 

He was also ordered 
to carry out 150 hours 
unpaid work for the 
community and to pay 
costs of £1,500. 

In addition, he was 
made subject to a 
6.30pm-6am curfew for 
three months involving 
electronic tagging. 

Judge Niclas Parry 
said: “You have an 
appalling record and 
you have been involved 
with drugs for a long 
time. 

“You deliberately 
flouted the law. You 
were supplying drugs 
commercially for a 
small profit.” 

Prosecutor Peter 
Harding Roberts said 
McAuley was arrested 
in Westbury Close, 
Barry, last year when

spotted acting suspi¬ 
ciously in the company 
of two others. 

Soon after, the police 
found a bag containing 
cannabis worth £500 
hidden in a nearby 
hedge. 

McAuley told the 
police they would find 
his fingerprints in the 
bag. 

On his mobile phone, 
the police discovered 
drug-related text mes¬ 
sages. 

He was said to have 
previous convictions for 


cultivating drugs and 
supplying drugs. 

His barrister, Ian 
Ibrahim, said: “He lost 
his job, fell in with the 
wrong crowd and dealt 
in drugs to keep debt 
collectors from his front 
door. 

“He always wanted to 
turn his life around and 
took up an apprentice¬ 
ship as a welder. He 
worked in the Caribbean 
earning £1,000 a week, 
but he became unem¬ 
ployed after suffering an 
injury. 

“The offence was stu¬ 
pid and naive, but there 
is true remorse.”

‘No decision has 
been made 
over gypsy site’ 

I HAVE read with 
interest in 
recent weeks, 
the various letters 
and media reports 
which all seem to 
suggest that the 
council is intending 
to earmark land at 
Cemetery Road, 

Barry, for the pur¬ 
poses of a gipsy and 
traveller site. 

As cabinet member 
for planning and trans¬ 
portation, I write to set 
the record straight and to council, 
provide information so 
that all your readers can 
fully appreciate the posi¬ 
tion of the council. 

The Vale Council has 
a duty to provide land 
through its Local 
Development Plan for 
gipsies and travellers. 

This is a requirement 
that has been set down 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government and the 
council has identified 
that there is a need to 
provide such a site (or 
sites) in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

As part of ongoing 
work, on the Local 
Development Plan, the 
Vale Council has written 
to all individuals and 
organisations who have 
put forward proposals 
for land (these are com¬ 
monly referred to as can¬ 
didate sites), seeking 
feedback as to whether 
they would consider the 
use of their proposed (or 
candidate) site for the 
provision of a traveller 
site. 

It has been made 
abundantly clear in the 
letter issued by the head 
of planning and trans¬ 
portation to all promot¬ 
ers that this is an initial 
investigation with the 
aim of compiling a data-

I N last week’s 
paper, I noticed 
an article about 
the opening of the 
old paddling pool 
on Barry Island 
and it stated that 
the pool was built 
in the 1930s. 

This postcard repro¬ 
duction of the pool 
(above) is postmarked 
1907. 

The pool was always 
referred to as the glass 
pool because of the 
amount of glass from 
bottles which had been 
thrown in it. 

The water along the 
coast in the 1940s and 
1950s was heavily pol¬ 
luted. When the tide 


came in, it brought a 
great deal of sewage 
with it and when the tide 
went out, it was deposit¬ 
ed in the pool. 

Before the pool was 
demolished, I only ever 
remember seeing it emp¬ 
tied in the winter. 

The wooden plugs 
were knocked out allow¬ 
ing the water to drain 
and the pool was then 
cleaned of the glass and 
slurry ready for the sum¬ 
mer. 

I was told it was 
demolished on health 
and safety grounds and 
the cost of having a per¬ 
manent lifeguard in the 
summer patrolling it.

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Issue of mental health 
at work is highlighted 
hy Mind in the Vale

THE stresses and 
strains that people 
suffer at work were 
highlighted on 
Monday, May 17, 
by Mind in the Vale 
at Barry’s Broad 
Street Station. 

Members of the chari¬ 
ty took time to speak to 
commuters to raise 
awareness of mental 
health at work, and give 
them leaflets with infor¬ 
mation as to how it can 
be dealt with. 

It is believed that one 
in six workers is current¬ 
ly experiencing depres¬ 
sion, stress or anxiety - 
and Mind’s volunteers 
sported t-shirts with an 
elephant emblazoned 
across the front to illus¬ 
trate that the issue can 
still be ‘the elephant in 
the room’ - something 
people might be reluc¬ 
tant to discuss. 

The event was part of 
Mind’s ‘Taking Care of 
Business’ campaign 
which hopes to prompt 
employers to take small 
actions to improve the 
well-being of the people 
who work for them. 

Caroline Chapman of 
Mind in the Vale 
explained: “Everyone 
has their stressful days at 
work, but if your job is 
causing you distress over 
a period of time, this can 
have a damaging effect 
on your mental health.” 

In the last year alone, 
through mediation. Mind 
in the Vale helped 17 
people to hold onto their 


jobs when they had men¬ 
tal health issues. 

Volunteers at the 
‘Travellers in Mind Cafe 
and Gallery’, located on 
the station platform, 
reported a positive 
response from early 
morning commuters. 

Erica Erost, the cafe 
manager, said: “Eve spo¬ 
ken to a lot of people 
working in offices in 
Cardiff. 

“One man asked for 
the information in 
Welsh, because he works 
in a Welsh environment, 
and we were able to give 
that to him.” 

Claire Davies 

explained that the group 
had also provided infor¬ 
mation for people work¬ 
ing on the railways, who 
have particular problems 
to deal with in terms of 
aggression from some 


members of the public in 
a confined environment. 

Diana Waggett com¬ 
mented: “People have 
been very receptive to 
what we have been say¬ 
ing. 

“The elephant t-shirts 
have had a good impact 
- we didn’t want a small 
logo.” 

Carolyne illustrated 
the welcome reaction of 
commuters by pointing 
out: “People were com¬ 
ing to us to ask for infor¬ 
mation and saying they 
could take it into their 
offices.” 

Among the informa¬ 
tion being given out this 
week is ‘Taking Care of 
Business’- an invaluable 
pamphlet which gives 
employers a guide to 
making the work place a 
healthy environment. 

The Travellers in 


Mind Cafe and Gallery is 
a hidden gem in Barry, 
manned by people keen 
to to get the message 
across that if someone 
has mental health prob¬ 
lems, help is at hand. 

Apart from the friend¬ 
ly service, it houses 
works of art in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Vale of 
Glamorgan Artists, a 
bookshop, and claims to 
serve the best chocolate 
brownies in Barry! 

So what sort of things 
can people do to make 
their workplace more 
mentally healthy? 

The advice is: 

• Connect - do some¬ 
thing simple for col¬ 
leagues like making a 
cup of tea or getting 
them a drink. 

• Be active - go for a 
walk at lunchtime, or 
take a moment to grab 
some fresh air. 

• Learn - take a few 
moments to expand your 
mind with the newspa¬ 
per, a book or a cross¬ 
word. 

• Give - get to know 
your colleagues better; 
you could even hold a 
‘Wake up your Mind’ 
fundraising breakfast to 
kickstart the day (see 
website below for more 
details).

TODAY’S Vale planning commit¬ 
tee meeting (May 19) will consider 
two issues which have generated 
heated debate in the town in recent 
months - the proposal for a 
Sainburys on Park Crescent, and 
the White Farm development for 
177 homes. 

In both instances, local people have 
expressed reservations about changes that 
might take place: Sainburys because of the 
effect on other local stores and the fact that it 
is situated near a busy junction and crossing; 
and White Farm because of over-develop¬ 
ment of a much-loved area and fears of 
flooding. 

This week, the Plaid Cymru spokesman 
for the Vale, Dr Ian Johnson, urged Vale 
councillors to reject plans for the store: “The 
Park Crescent site is very dangerous - with¬ 
in metres of Romilly School and several 
major junctions, including a roundabout. 

“Park Crescent is an inappropriate loca¬ 
tion for a major store with cars coming in 
and out all of the time, as well as mafing 
additional noise late at night after other 
shops in the area have shut for the evening. 

“The new supermarket would also have 
the potential to do a lot of damage to other 
shops which have been on Park Crescent for 
decades and whose livelihoods are now at 
stake.” 

Sainburys says it has worked with the 
Vale Council for a number of months in put¬ 
ting forward the proposal for the store. 

It argues that a branch on Park Crescent 
will improve choice, bring new jobs and 
investment, and says its convenience stores 
will complement other shops in the area. 

WHITE FARM 

One Barry resident, Bryn Evans, said that 
issues surrounding White Farm and Barry 
cemetery, where a number of his family are 
buried, are inextricably linked. 

Mr Evans said: “I used to say: Where are 
we going to bury our families in 10 to 15 
years timel but as space disappears, I have 
started to wonder what will happen in five to 
eight years.” 

Mr Evans believes some of the White 
Farm area might be needed in the future. 
“Barry is getting bigger and bigger, and that

means there with have to be expansion of the 
cemetery.” 

He also said that he believes White Farm 
may cause more flooding problems in the 
town if it goes ahead. 

Reports on planning issues can be viewed 
on the Vale Council’s website and Dennis 
Harkus of FocusBARRY commented: “The 
White Farm report shows that the land avail¬ 
able for housing has increased since the 
development plan and the open space has 
decreased. 

“It is difficult to understand the reasoning 
for this change, but even assuming it is jus¬ 
tified, the Unitary Development Plan state¬ 
ment of 25 units to the hectare - the current 
report uses the word ‘approximately’ - 
would equate to 150 or 157 homes for the 
increased space depending on which figure 
from the report is used. 

“The council officials consider the pro¬ 
posal for 177 units acceptable and compare 
the density with The Pastures even though 
those dwellings were in existence when the 
original policy was formulated. 

“These are important decisions for Barry, 
coming just after the elections, and although 
the council do not allow the public to speak 
at the meeting, we are entitled to attend and 
display our interest.” 

Persimmon Homes East Wales has 
emphasised that the development at White 
Farm has been subject to thorough public 
consultation through both the UDP alloca¬ 
tion and consideration of an outline plan¬ 
ning application. 

The company say that survey work had 
established that the road network could cope 
with the increase in traffic. 

Early this year, a spokesman for the com¬ 
pany insisted: “We are in discussions with 
the local authority and Environment Agency 
to make improvements to the drainage sys¬ 
tem such that it will alleviate flooding. 

“Our scheme does not add to it at all, as 
we are attenuating the surface water on site, 
rather than at the moment as it just runs 
straight off the fields and into the brook. 

“We understand people’s concerns, but 
the development will only improve matters, 
not make them worse. ” 


PENARTH 
BUS BACK 
ON ROAD 

Penarth’s PI bus service will run this 
summer after a last-minute agreement 
between Penarth Town Council and 
the Vale Council to meet the increased 
costs needed to secure the service. 

Last year, the PI circular service was 
introduced on a trial basis to link various 
popular destinations within Penarth and 
the Marina. 

However, prices had escalated and it 
appeared that it would not be feasible to 
rerun the service again this year. 

A council spokeswoman reported that 
following a recent meeting of Penarth 
Town Council, an additional budget was 
made available by them and the Vale 
Council has been able to meet the remain¬ 
der of the shortfall. 

“As a result, the service this year will 
now be operated by New Adventure Travel 
(telephone 02920 616589) from Friday, 
May 27 (commencing at 9.57am from 
Pont-y-Werin) to Sunday, October 2 inclu¬ 
sive, on Fridays, Saturdays, Sundays and 
bank holidays, linking the Marina, Cogan 
Station, the town centre, the esplanade 
and Cosmeston. ” 

Man (18) on 
drugs charge 

AN 18-year-old man has been 
charged with drugs offences after 
a police operation in Penarth. 

On May 13, officers executed a search 
warrant where they recovered drugs 
believed to be cannabis and a quantity of 
cash from a property in the town. 

A man has been charged with possession 
with intent to supply a controlled drug and 
will appear at the Vale Magistrates Court 
on June 8.

I NEWS FROM THE FONMON APIARY by Harold Williams 

How the empire of bees 
moves to next generation 


SWARMS! Swarms 
and more swarms, 
just like last year, 
Barbara Cbick and 
I are responding to 
calls from people 
wbo bave bee prob¬ 
lems! 

Several have been for 
bumblebees and several 
for the solitary bees. 

Although they are 
called solitary bees they 
do like to carry out their 
activities as a group, 
when given the right cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Each bee is in fact an 
individual (female) who 
is doing her own thing. 

In total, she will lay 
around 40 eggs (not all in 
the same place) in holes 
in the ground and in trees 
or fence-posts. All 
receive several eggs. 

Once she has exhaust¬ 
ed her supply she will 
die, having fulfilled her 
duties and left provision 
for the next generation. 

The next generation 
will remain sealed in the 
spot chosen by their 
mother until March of 
next year, when they will 
emerge as adult bees 


ready to mate and repeat 
the cycle all over again. 

The honeybee, howev¬ 
er, has a completely dif¬ 
ferent approach to repro¬ 
duction, hence the 
swarm! 

Once spring has 
sprung and the days 
begin to lengthen and 
temperatures rise, the 
queen bee steps up her 
egg production to 
increase the population 
of the hive. 

This spring has pro¬ 
duced an abundance of 
forage and the queens 
have responded likewise. 

Space becomes a pre¬ 
mium within the bee¬ 
hive, so if the beekeeper 
does not meet the 
requirements of the hive, 
a swarm is the inevitable 
outcome. 

Indicators are there for 
the beekeeper to see on 
inspection of the hive, 
i.e. frames filling with 
eggs and larvae, or sealed 
brood, drones (male 
bees) beginning to 
appear, but the most 
telling sign is the queen 
cells. 

Once these are 
observed, the beekeeper 
needs to make some 


decisions because should 
he not do so, the bees are 
going to make them for 
you! 

Decision made, the 
swarm emerges - led by 
the old queen and a good 
many of the bees from 
within the hive. On 
emerging, the queen will 
alight nearby and the 
swarm will assemble and 
eventually move off to 
their chosen new home. 

A powerful 

pheromone (chemical 
attractant) is given off by 
the queen, which assists 
in keeping the swarm 
together as a unit. 

They will each, as a 
matter of course, have 
consumed as much 
honey from the hive 
stores as they can, 
because for the next two 
to three days they will be 
busy making wax and 
building new honeycomb 
in the new sight and not 
have time for foraging. 

Meanwhile, back at 
the old home, bees are in 
residence plus the queen 
cells, one of which is 
going to hatch out first 
and this will in all likeli¬ 
hood become the new 
queen. 


She will need to be 
mated hence the need for 
male bees (drones). 
Once this is done, the 
new queen will settle 
down and start laying 
eggs to populate the hive 
once again. 

In doing so a new hive 
is underway, until in a 
couple of years this new 
queen will have become 
the old queen and she in 
her turn will vacate the 
hive, leaving behind pro¬ 
vision for a new genera¬ 
tion of bees. 

That then is how the 
bees keep their species 
going. 

Many of the new bee¬ 
keepers will be only too 
glad to take a swarm off 
our hands. 

At least four swarms 
had decided to depart the 
collecting box before we 
could hand them over. 

Sad to say, three 
swarms had to be 
destroyed due to our 
inability to get at them 
and they were causing a 
nuisance within the home 
of the people who called 
us out. 

The swarming season 
is not quite over yet. 
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Arsonist ‘heard voices’ 
just before he started 
Penarth care home fire 


AN EXTENDED sentence has been 
passed at Cardiff Crown Court on an 
arsonist who deliberately set fire to a 
charity care home in Penarth . 

When arrested, Ian Gordon (36), said he had 
heard voices shortly before starting the blaze. 

Judge Nicholas Cooke ordered that Gordon serve 
a custodial sentence of four years and be on licence 
for 10 years. 

There was, he said, a high risk of further offend¬ 
ing. 

“Your case is a complex one because of your use 
of drugs and your mental illness,” the Judge said. 

Gordon admitted arson, being reckless as to 
whether life would be endangered. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Bushell said that at the time 
of the blaze on March 1, Gordon was a resident at a 
care home run by a charity, the Hafod Care 
Association, in Windsor Road, Penarth. 

A total of seven residents lived there, all of whom 
had mental health issues. The house was a mid-ter¬ 
race dwelling consisting of three storeys.

At 2.15am on March 1, police went to the home 
and found all the residents outside in their night¬ 
clothes. 

Officers went inside to make sure everybody had 
been evacuated and heard the “cracking” of a large 
blaze on the top floor, which the Fire Service later 
put out. 

It was revealed, said Mr Bushell, that Gordon 
himself had called the Fire Service. 

He approached the police and said: “Sorry, Fm 
sorry, I need to tell you something. I did it. It was 
me, I started the fire.” 

He said he had heard voices “telling him to do 
things” and he added: “Fm not well.” 

Gordon said he started the blaze by igniting 
lighter fuel on a carpet. 

He added: “I don’t know why I did it. I felt 
angry.” 

The damage, said Mr Bushell, was considerable 
and to date, repairs have cost £28,023. 

The insurance policy excess, he said, was £2,500. 

When the police interviewed Gordon he said: “I 
didn’t want to hurt anyone, and I got everyone out.” 

The voices he heard, he said, had been “calling 
him bad things”. 

He added: “I let off steam in a crazy way.” 

He was said to have previous convictions for 
causing damage, fraud, theft, robbery, drugs and 
deception. 

His counsel, David Webster, said: “He didn’t 
have a fascination or fixation with fire. His mental 
health condition was precipitated by substance e.”

Inspirational teacher’s 
World War One medals 



FURTHER to my 
article in last week’s 
GEM, I was contacted 
by a reader who has 
the memorial plaque 
and medals that were 
awarded to Timothy 
Davies Williams, the 
outstanding history 
teacher at Barry 
County School ,who 
was killed during the 
Great War. 

The memorial 
plaque or ‘Death 
Plaque’ or Widow’s 
Penny’ as it was collo¬ 
quially called, was 
awarded to the next of 
kin of men and women 
who died during the 
First World War. 

The selected design 
was a 12-centimetre 
disk cast in bronze 
gunmetal, which incor¬ 
porated the following: 
an image of Britannia 
holding an oak spray 
with leaves and acorns; 
an imperial lion; two 
dolphins representing 
Britain’s sea power; 
the emblem of Imperial 
Germany’s eagle being 


torn to pieces by anoth¬ 
er lion; a rectangular 
tablet where the 
deceased individual's 
name was cast into the 
plaque. 

No rank was given 
as it was intended to 
show equality in their 
sacrifice and the words 
“Ffc died for freedom 
and honour”. 

The memorial 
plaque would be 
accompanied by a 
memorial scroll in the 
form of a letter from 
Buckingham Palace. 

They would not usu¬ 
ally arrive as a single 
package, but as a series 
of separate mailings.

Mr Leat explained: “My partner Karen dented her 
brand-new Renault Clio on a metal bollard when 
leaving the car park, but did not see it because it is 
36 inches high and well below the wiNdow height 
of the car. The bollard is grey so it lacks visibility. 

“The bollards are situated at the entrance of the 
parking area. Cars parking next to them and turning 
left out of the car-park have an increased chance of 
hitting them.” 

Mr Leat claimed: “When a manager of Morrisons 
came out to inspect the damage it was very notice¬ 
able that every bollard had either been scraped or 
tilted by vehicles leaving the car-park.” 

Mr Leat says that the Morrisons supermarket car 
park just across the roundabout is differently 
designed. 

“The bollards are a more respectable height of 42 
inches and are painted black with gold stripes, giv¬ 
ing more visibility.” 

Despite complaining to the store, Mr Leat added: 
“Morrisons have written back and are not accepting 
any responsibility for the accident, and pointed out 
that the bollards are stationary and said the accident 
is clearly a lack of observation on her part. 

“Surely, with the amount of hits and scrapes on 
these posts, it is time that Morrisons carried out a 
risk assessment and eliminated or substituted these 
hazards for a better alternative. 

“The damage to the door and sill cost more than 
£1,200, and although she is insured, she will lose her 
excess and face a rise in her insurance premium.” 

A Morrisons spokeman said: “We sympathise 
with Ms Lloyd-Murray’s situation as this is the first 
time an incident has been reported to us. ” 

The spokesman added: “The onus is on all 
motorists to ensure that their paths are clear before 
proceeding safely. ”

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End of an era for competition that has 
fostered community spirit in the Vale 


THE organisation behind the Best Kept 
Village competition in the Vale has 
reached the end of an era, with the retire¬ 
ment of two key members. 

The Best Kept Village (BKV) competition has 
been going for almost 60 years, having been created 
in the coronation year of Queen Elizabeth II in 1953. 

The chairman of the management committee, 
Basil Watkins, is stepping down after being 
involved in the event since 1964, while the secre¬ 
tary, Richard Skinner, is also leaving his post 
because he is moving away from the Vale. 

As a result, the committee is looking for a new 
chairman and secretary - and Mr Watkins feels that 
the time is right to bring in new blood on the com¬ 
mittee as well. 

He told The GEM that he had enjoyed his 47 
years involvement with the BKV immensely. 

He said: “It all started when my wife Eileen and I 
moved to Pendoylan in 1964, and we were invited to 
join in preparing the village. 

“It was a wonderful way of getting to know our 
new neighbours, and we would put an evening's 
work in and end up in the Red Lion afterwards!” 

They moved to the village at the right time, 
because Pendoylan was the Tiger Woods of its era, 
winning the Vale title eight times in 10 years, and 
going on to take the Welsh title twice. 

The village retains its place as the village that has 
won most often to this day - a total of 15 times 

Mr Watkins recalled: “Stan Hughes, the school’s 
headteacher, personally took responsibility for the 
bank opposite the school, and the Red Lion landlord 
Derek Walters ensured the pub was in tip top condi¬ 
tion. 

“The utility company was persuaded to bury 
underground dozens of cables that had been 
attached to a telegraph pole, and the brewery took 
down a particularly garish sign. 

“Pupils on school picnics would pick up litter so 
that teachers would come back with rubbish stuffed 
in their wellies, and there was even a story, probably 
apocryphal, of when Olive Jenkins, the school 
cleaner, picked up a cigarette butt outside the pub 
and tucked it in her apron, and a customer came over 
and offered her a whole one!” 

In time, Basil moved on to the management com¬ 
mittee, and then he became chairman, and he is 
proud of the way the competition has developed, 

A series of innovations has, he believes, increased 
the contribution the BKV makes to community spir¬ 
it. 

The first change was to take the annual presenta¬ 
tion out on the road, with each year’s winner hosting 
the next year’s event - rather like the Eurovision 
Song Contest. 

Previously, it had been held every year in the 
Bear Hotel in Cowbridge, but the new system, Mr 
Watkins feels, increases the sense of community 
participation. 

If the village lacks a suitable venue, then the 
defending champions sponsor the evening in a near¬ 
by village. 

The second big change introduced by the man¬ 
agement committee has been to involve primary 
schools in the Vale, encouraging pupils to start their 
own gardens and look after their school grounds. 

This has demonstrably been a success, with more 
than 24 schools now involved in the BKV. Mr 
Watkins said: “The enthusiasm shown has been such 
that we have had to institute a separate presentation 
night, because there was so much to celebrate in 
recognising the different projects. 

“We had great support last year from Dyffryn 
Gardens, where the staff made the pupils feel special 
by putting on their own display and by inviting the 
pupils to make their own scarecrows and take them 
home afterwards.” 

The third innovation was to offer villages the 
chance of highlighting a‘special feature’. Mr 
Watkins said: “Eor some villages, this has been a 
‘taster’ to see if they can put together a full entry. 

“However, it has the definite bonus of motivating 
groups of residents to tackle a local eyesore or neg¬ 
lected area and transform it into something special.” 

A prime example of this was the Church Row 
gardens and stream at Pendoylan, where a row of 
five thatched cottages were built in 1770. The gar¬ 
dens and stream were overgrown and in a poor state. 

Basil Watkins said: “Now, under the guidance of 
Lily and Cecil Matthews and Ian Morrison, the 
whole place has been transformed into a beautiful 
area with gardens for all seasons.” 

Similarly, in Wick a neglected area of the church¬ 
yard was transformed into a nature reserve as part of 
a school project. 

The BKV competition has always been grateful 
for sponsors, and the two main sponsors are Cemex 
UK Ltd, who operate Wenvoe Quarry, and the Vale 
Council. 

The event also gets much-appreciated support 
from Dyffryn Gardens, and local town and commu¬ 
nity councils. 

A new sponsor this year is Efos Las racecourse. 



which is offering a free day’s racing and a meal for 
a party of four as a fundraising exercise. 

All the sponsorship income, last year some 
£2,300, goes on prizes: a cup, a sign on the village 
green, and a plaque on the village hall for the win¬ 
ners. 

The villages that enter are visited by a team from 
the BKV committee, who draw up a short list, and 
then the matter is in the hands of the judge. 

In recent years, Basil Watkins’ task has been to 
chauffeur the judge around the short-listed villages, 
and so far a series of Lord Lieutenants and High 
Sheriffs, and also their deputies, have handled the 
hot potato of passing judgement - as feelings can 
sometimes run high! 

This year, the judge will be Dan Clayton Jones, 
chairman of the Cowbridge Physic Garden. 

Basil Watkins still loves the BKV competition, 
and his decision to stand down has been forced on 
him with the onset of macular degeneration which 
means he has progressively deteriorating eyesight. 

Last year he gave up driving. As he noted, a judge 
who can’t see very well is not likely to receive much 
credulity with the contestants! 

Basil said: “I have very much enjoyed my time 
with the competition and have found it most reward¬ 
ing. 

“It was a tremendous pleasure witnessing the 
enthusiasm of the villagers taking part. Additionally, 
it has been responsible for quite a number of physi¬ 
cal improvements, such as getting rid of garish signs 
and persuading pub owners and councils to refur¬ 
bish the exterior of their premises.” 

He added; “I will, of course, be delighted to work 
with a new chairman to help ease him or her into the 
post. 

“Similarly, I will make myself available to any¬ 
one who comes forward to get involved with the 
management committee. 

“If you love the Vale and want to help retain its 
rural character and ancient traditions, then you will 
find it very rewarding.”

A PLANNING application for a large 
recycling depot in Llandow has been 
withdrawn. 

The Vale Council’s planning department has 
confirmed that the agent for the proposed change 
of use for the site on Sutton Road withdrew the 
application on May 5. 

Vale MP Alun Cairns has said that he will con¬ 
tinue to support Llandow Community Council’s 
campaign to oppose waste management planning 
applications for the area. 

Three separate planning applications had been 
submitted by private companies to the Vale of 



Glamorgan Council towards the end of 2010. 

Mr Cairns said: “The application for Sutton 
Road was the largest of the applications, though 
the smaller applications for the other sites have 
received planning approval. 

He had worked with the community to lodge 
their complaints and concerns with the planning 
department, and contributed to the video which 
residents had produced to present the huge 
response and concern expressed by residents and 
members of the Llandow Community Council 
regarding the proposed developments. 

“I have no doubt that the concerns raised at the 
public meeting in Llysworney, and the strong 
opposition by the local Community Council, res¬ 
idents and business’ has been a significant factor 
in this application being withdrawn,” he added. 

‘Flytippers will 
be prosecuted’ 

A recent case of flytipping in Llantwit 
Major sparked outrage from local residents 
- someone had dumped rubbish from a 
bathroom renovation on a grass verge. 

The Vale Council points out that there are very 
stiff penalties for people who deface the local envi¬ 
ronment. 

Clifford Parish, the operational manager for 
waste management and cleansing, explained: “Fly¬ 
tipping is an antisocial and criminal activity that 
the council takes very seriously. 

“Anyone found carrying out this illegal act will be 
prosecuted by the council. 

“The penalties for those guilty of committing this 
offence range from a fixed penalty notice of £75 to 
fines of £20,000 - and possible six months imprison¬ 
ment. 

“Perhaps this will make criminals think twice 
prior to depositing their rubbish illegally again. ” 

If people witness instances of flytipping they can 
contact waste management and cleansing enforce¬ 
ment officers on 01446 700111. 

Mr Parish added: “All information will be treat¬ 
ed with the utmost confidence. ”

LATEST NEWS FROM PENARTH COMPUTER CLUB 

HOME VIDEO BASICS! 


THERE are three things to 
remember about home 
video: time, time, and 
time. When you have that 
right you can worry about 
not chopping off peoples, 
heads and feet. 

M ik e J has considerable expe¬ 
rience in making video record¬ 
ings. He has shed the worst habits 
of beginners and shared his 
thoughts with the club members. 

His equipment is more up¬ 
market than the family video 
camera, but he was emphatic that 
the entertainment value of the 
results depends on the operator as 
much as the kit. 

Practice using your camera on 
something unimportant and view 
the results. 

It is a safe guess that your first 
attempts will be dreadful - proba¬ 
bly because you didn’t take your 
time, didn’t concentrate on keep¬ 
ing still and didn’t take enough 
footage. 

It is usual to start with a wide 
view to set the context of what 
follows. It is important to hold 
the view long enough for the 
audience to absorb it. 

This is the first timing advice. 


Hold all your shots for much 
longer than you expect to need 
them. Mike suggests at least an 
extra 30 seconds. 

You can edit them to be shorter 
in due course. You will not be 
able to edit them to be longer! 

Take far more than you will 
need, in the number of shots and 
their duration. 

From the general view, you 
will want to show some aspects 
in detail. For this you can zoom 
in. 

The second time advice is: 
zoom slowly or can be discon¬ 
certing to watch. 

The same applies to zooming 
out again. Again, hold the shot 
longer that you expect to need. 

Sweeping the camera side¬ 
ways, (panning), needs to be 
done slowly and smoothly. You 
cope with turning your head quite 
quickly, but doing it with the 
camera make the result unwatch- 
able. 

The more you are zoomed-in 
the slower the panning, if at all. 
That’s another timing constraint. 
If possible, hold the shots to be 
too long. 

When changing location, say 
from outside to inside; switch off 


the camera, but leave those vital 
extra times at the start and fi ni sh 
of each shot. 

There are software video-edit¬ 
ing packages of varying degrees 
of sophistication. Most will allow 
you to edit you efforts without 
difficulty, both for picture and for 
sound. 

To make the end result attrac¬ 
tive it is likely that you will 
reduce the time from, say an hour 
of video to say 15 to 20 minutes 
of finished product. 

This will include the lead-in 
Titles and any end credits. 

The extra footage on the shots 
will make life much easier to edit 
transitions from one scene to 
another, whether they cross-fade, 
wipe across the screen or look 
like pages being turned. 

The camera never lies? Now 
the truth can be subject to your 
imagination and editing skills.

Y OU may have planned 
the perfect home, and it 
may match up to your 
personal taste and require¬ 
ments, but does it make the 
gods happy? 

It might be time to check with a 
Feng Shui master. 

Followers of this ancient Chinese 
art of placement believe that the 
arrangement of your home can foster 
good fortune but what exactly is 
involved? 

The theory behind Feng Shui is that 
if you arrange your home in such a 
way that the rooms and objects inside 
them are in harmony with nature, then 
the earth’s powerful lines of energy, 
called chi, will run smoothly and 
bring good fortune to the occupants.

• An ideal room needs to be a regular shape, 
preferably square. If your dining room has protrud¬ 
ing comers - for example, a chimney that’s been 
blocked up - disguise the corners with large plants. 

• Hang a large wall mirror. The food will be 
doubled on the table (which would be created by 
the mirror’s reflection) but in reality, of couse, 
there will be plenty for everyone. 

BEDROOM 

• Point your head south, but don’t let the foot of 
the bed face the door. The bed should be as far 
from the door as possible, to permit the free flow 
of energy into the room. 

• Everything in Feng Shui must balance. 
Bedrooms should have matching bedside tables 
and lamps, even if you are single.

Home secrets of a DIY guru 


HOW do you make a big 
difference to a room with a 
comparatively small job? 

DIY guru Julia Gray 
knows the answer - and it is 
skirting boards! 

Julia writes: If you ’re just 
doing the skirting boards, you'll 
be amazed by what a difference 
revamping them can make to the 
whole room, and here are a few 
tips: 

• It’s essential to sand thor¬ 
oughly before painting your 
skirting boards. 

Use an electric sander on the 
flat parts and sandpaper where 
the sander can’t reach. Clean the 
wood thoroughly after sanding. 

• If your skirting boards are in 


poor condition, scrape and sand 
ojf any chipped, flaking or 
cracked paint and fill the repairs 
with flexible wood filler. 

• If you're painting over bare 
wood, apply a couple of coats of 
knotting solution to the knots 
first to seal them and stop the 
resin in them from ruining your 
paintwork. 

• Use masking tape to protect 
your walls and floor when paint¬ 
ing your skirting boards, but 
don"t leave it on too long 
because it can form a seal with 
the dry paint and tear the paint 
when removed. 

The safest option is to remove 
and reapply the masking tape 
between coats and to use low- 
tack masking tape. 


Ask the expert... 

Q: What's the best sort of 
paint to use on my skirting 
boards? 

A: I always recommend 
water-based quick-drying wood 
paint - because it’s nice to use, 
easy to clean off things it 
shouldn’t be on, and takes very 
little time to dry, although you 
usually need to do quite a few 
coats. 

In my opinion, nothing beats 
white skirting boards and the 
good thing about white water- 
based wood paint is that it does- 
n’t yellow over time, unlike oil- 
based alternatives.

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Urban alien invasion 
film blends in gags 
with the scary bits... 


G iven the 

number of 
alien films 
that have hit cine¬ 
mas, it is easy to 
wonder just what 
our otherworldly 
visitors would 
actually think if 
they landed here. 

Imagine, then, if their 
invasion plans found 
them landing in a par¬ 
ticularly rough London 
council estate, where 
the locals would be just 
as intimidating, if not 
more, than whatever 
came off the spaceship. 

That is the premise 
for Joe Cornish’s direc¬ 
torial debut. Attack The 
Block, which sees a 
teenage gang attempt to 
defend their area from 
invading aliens - but 
will the teenagers’ street 
smarts, BMX bikes and 
mobile phones be 
enough of a match for 
these visitors? 

With the success of 
the l ik es of Shaun of the 
Dead, it appears British 
film makers have got 
something of a touch 
for crafting low budget 
comedy shockers (if we 
ignore the awful 
Lesbian Vampire 
Killers). 

Attack The Block is a 
film that works in a 
similar vein as Shaun... 
yet is played with an 


even eye for laughs, 
along with scares and 
social commentary, 
something that works 
incredibly well, even if 
the latter element seems 
a little too tacked on. 

Perhaps best known 
for his comedy work 
with partner in crime 
Adam Buxton, Joe 
Cornish’s move from 
small screen laughs to 
big screen alien inva¬ 
sion picture is one skill¬ 
fully negotiated. 

The pair’s comedy 
has always been shot 
through with a knowing 
wink at the world of 
cinema (just YouTube 
‘adam joe toy movie’ 
for evidence), but 
Cornish’s film is more 
than just simply an 
irreverent take on a 
much loved genre. 

Instead, Cornish 
plays the film with a 
straight bat, capturing 
as realistic a take as you 
can of an alien invasion 
taking place within a 
tough council block, 
and the script, though 
comedic, also has its 
fair share of drama. 

He shows a keen 
knowledge of the sci¬ 
ence fiction that has 
played its part in inspir¬ 
ing him, with his shot 
choices having the air 
of the likes of John 
Carpenter and early 
Spielberg, wringing ten¬ 
sion from his location -

and shooting in a 
stylised but practical 
manner, while the 
effects are well mar¬ 
shalled, despite their 
obvious lack of funding. 

His emphasis on 
making the ‘heroes’ of 
the film a gang of hood¬ 
ie-wearing youths may 
smack of liberal think¬ 
ing, while his desire to 
see them redeemed by 
their fightback against 
the alien invasion could 
be considered to be ill 
thought of, particularly 
on the basis of their 
actions in the early part 
of the film. 

However, if you can 
ignore the mixed mes¬ 
sages (it’s OK to carry a 
knife as long as you’re 
‘protecting’ yourself 
apparently) then you 
can revel in the humour 
as these slang-speaking 


teenagers attempt to 
protect their block. 

The largely first-time 
cast deliver solid turns, 
with experienced heads 
Jodie Whittaker, Nick 
Frost and Luke 
Treadaway shoring up 
the performances. 

The film hardly 
lingers longer than it 
has to, and the 88- 
minute running time, 
while spritely and lend¬ 
ing the film an urgent 
air, does slightly short¬ 
change the characters 
and their reasons for the 
life they lead. (Cornish 
only briefly touches on 
the lead character of 
Moses and his back¬ 
ground). 

It means his urge to 
paint them in a more 
saintly light doesn’t 
have the depth to justify 
it. However, on the 
most basic level. Attack 
The Block is a dark

PENAETH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS : 


From the ford of the rustling 
waters and up to holly ridge 


FOUR ramblers joined Val Hartrey for an 
historic walk from Quakers Yard, whose 
early name was Rhyd y Grug or by transla¬ 
tion, the ford of the rustling waters - proba¬ 
bly because it was an easy spot to cross the 
River Taff. 

During the 17th century, dissenters from the 
King’s religion were persecuted, but Baptists and 
Quakers, the latter being very mistrusted by the 
community, began worshipping at the nearby 
Berthlwyd Farm and later the Quakers broke away 
completely to establish their own community, even 
opening their own burial ground in the village. 

In lovely sunshine, the group joined part of the 
Taff Trail passing Edwardsville, a small urban area 
named after Edmund Edwards, businessman and 
proprietor of the Great Western Hotel. 

They walked over the original stone sleepers 
where Richard Trevithick ran the first ever steam 
and passenger locomotive in 1804. 

Next they reached the Goetre Coed Viaduct 
opened in 1841, standing at 90-feet with 6-spans 
crossing the valley and built by the great Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei. 

The high stone walls holding the high embank¬ 
ment of the railway line further along were covered 
in bright green lichen and a stop for morning 
refreshments was taken at the old Pontygwaith 
Earmhouse which is open as part of the National 
Garden Scheme.

Compost company boosts 
Vale economy by cutting 
back on food waste

A COWBRIDGE company is 
continuing to expand its com¬ 
posting services by launching a 
food waste collection run. 

Cowbridge Compost Ltd has expanded its business over 
the last 15 years, and has built a business that has stopped 
thousands of tons of waste going unnecessarily to landfill. 

At the same time, 
it has enabled John 
Homfray, the owner, 
to offer more 
employment to local 
people. 

A man who has 
long advocated the 
importance of diver¬ 
sification in the farm¬ 
ing industry, he has 
practised what he 
preached and Cow¬ 
bridge Compost, a 
business that can now 
process up to 25,000 
tons of organic waste 
per year, is the result. 

Now, the company 
has launched a food 
waste collection serv¬ 
ice, aimed at busi¬ 
nesses and organisa¬ 
tions that generate 
large quantities of 
such waste. 

Mr Homfray 
explained: “We cur¬ 
rently have the contract to take the kitchen waste collected 
by the Vale Council, and a similar contract with Swansea 
City Council. 

“However, every business needs a range of customers, 
and we are keen to have a wide client base.” 

Mr Homfray said: “In conjunction with WRAP Cymru 
(Waste Resources Action Programme Cymru) Cowbridge 
Compost has recently taken delivery of a brand new Ford 
RCV (refuse collection vehicle) along with a large number 
of 240 litre wheelie bins. 

“This will enable the company to collect foods waste on 
a weekly basis from businesses - pubs, restaurants, cafes 


and shops - in Cowbridge, Llantwit, Barry and Bridgend 
for recycling at our Llwynhelig Farm base.” 

He added: “Please contact us to check our very competi¬ 
tive rates - the new landfill tax rate applied from the April 
2011 makes recycling extremely attractive and, of course, 
environmentally satisfying.” 

New machines have been bought, including a new shred¬ 
der, tractor, trailers and an excavator. 

In 2009, the company so impressed the judging panel of 

the Chartered Insti¬ 
tute of Waste man¬ 
agement (CIWM) 
that it beat national 
companies such as 
Biffa and Veolia in its 
category, the PEEL 
People’s Cup, for 
“...providing excel¬ 
lent career, training 
and social opportuni¬ 
ties for their staff.” 

The company is 
continuing its free 
offer to Vale residents 
to collect free com¬ 
post to use on their 
own gardens during 
normal working 
hours. 

Company manager 
Mike Hallett said: 
“We are very happy 
to offer this for free, 
but we ask residents 
to bring their own 
containers and 
spades. 

“They will find the compost just inside the farm complex 
on the left... just follow your nose.” 

The compost is an end product from waste residents have 
sent to be recycled, and this includes garden waste such as 
leaves, hedge clippings and grass cuttings as well as the 
food waste.. 

Mr Hallett said: “Our compost is currently used on the 
farm to grow products such as daffodils, swede and cereal 
crops. 

“Cowbridge Compost Ltd has met environment agency 
standards and must regularly send off samples for testing to 
prove absence of e-coli and salmonella.”
